Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims, 1, 3, 5-8 and 10 - 14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references teach or suggest a motivation for conducing a lipase catalyzed 
transesterification process to produce biodiesel (fatty acid alkyI ester) in an organic 
medium reaction system, where the organic solvent medium is tert-butanol. 
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The closest prior art is Wu et al. (US 6,398,707), uses tert-butanol to pretreat tlie 
immobilized lipase Novozyme ®435 to increase its activity; and wash a deactivated 
lipase to re-activate the lipase . The pretreated lipase is then used as a catalyst in 
reaction process to produce the fatty acid alkyi ester without a solvent.
